Chinese Sugar Cane. 


The following directions, in reference to 


the choice of ground, time of planting, man- 
ner of planting, cultivating, stripping,.nnd 
cutting the Chinese Sugar Cane, when it is 
grown for the purpose of making Syrup or 
Sugar, has been gathered from practical 
men, who have had experience in the field 
in the sugar growing districts of tnia and 
other countries, by Messrs. Hodges &. 
Free, corner of Main and Water streets, 
Cincinnati. 


CHOICE OF GBOTJND. 


Upland soilis better for Sugar than low 


ground, though the latter may be a strong, 
deep soil. It is supposed that the sac- 
charine matter in plants is absorbed chiefly 
from the atmosphere; and though a larger 
growth of cane can be secured oil low 
grounds than on high, there will be more 
water in the sap; and, as the cost of press- 
ing and boiling is considerable, it is not al- 
ways desirable to produce the- largest 
growth, but rather the richest juice. 


TIME OF PLANTING. 


The seed of the Chinese Sorgho, or Sor- 


gho Sucre, should not be planted until the 
ground has become warm to a considerable 
depth. If the season is backward, as the 
present spring, thefirstor tenth of June will 
. do very well, Mr. Whitney, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., raised his best seed last year, 
-ora seed planted on the eighth of June. 


MAN"NER OF PLANTDtG. 


All agree that one seed in a place, eight 


or ten inches apart, in drills four feet apart, 
running north and south, gives the best 
growth, and renders its maturity more cer- 
tain and uniform. It should be borne in 
mind that the Sorgho or Irnphee stools out 
like wheat, i. e., one seed produces several 
stalks, and it is therefore .not only useless 
but detrimental to a good growth of the 
best cane to plant the seed too thick. As 
light and air are essential to the best growth 
for sugar, it is better, as a general thing, to 
have too few than too many stalks, there- 
fore no harm is done if a few hills fail to 
come up, as they probably will when there 
is but one seed in a place. 


COI/nVATION. 


This does not differ from tho cultivation 


of Indian coifl, except that it should be 
watched when near maturity. When it is 
intended to make sugar or molasses the seed 
head should be plucked out. This should 
be done after the seed has formed, and be- 
lore it begins to nil, i. e., before it begins to 
assume a milky appearance j or, in other 
words, while the seeds are yet of a green, 
color inside. The seed heads are .easily 
plucked out by grasping the head and je,-k- 
ing upward. In a sh'ort time after this is . 
done new panicle will shoot out from the 
joints below, on which new seed iitiids will 
form. As soon as the seed in these new 
heads have begun to form the whole stalk 
should be stripped bare of all its leaves and 
panicle, leaving nothing but the naked 
trunk. 


STKIPPIXQ. 


This operation is performed very quick by 


those accustomed to it. It is done with an 
instrument shaped much like a pruning 
hook, only it is larger, and is not sharp.— 
A stroke downwards with this instrument, 
close to the stalk, strips off not only i.:e 
panicle and blades, but also the shea ..is 
iround the stalk at the base of eachbla ie. 
If the instrument is sharp it does not cle.m 
the stalk so well, and besides that, it woul i 
be likely to wound the stalk, and cause it 
.0 sour. 


CUTTING. 


This may be done as soon as the stripping 


is completed, but not until the mill and the 
kettles are all ready, as the cane should be 
ground as soon as it is cut, and the juice 
railed as soon as it is expressed. Other- 
wise, the quality of the syrup made from it 
will be ulterior, and it will be nearly impos- 
sible to make sugar from it at all. 


The Cincinnati Gazette speaks of the 


fruit crop as being very encouraging. 
It 


says : We observe through the country 
:hat an unusal number of fruit trees, es- 
pecially the peach and pear, have been set 
jut. JIany new vineyards are also planting, 
nnd, we think, if the Lake cities do not 
make an exorbitant demand we shall have 
lereafter a supply for this city. Fruit, like 
everything else, however, has increased 
rapidly in price.

tory northwest ofthe Ohio. 
Of course, the 


Douglas doctrine was an impudent and in - 
famous falsehood, every word and letter of 
it; and no man wi-.h the brains of a fly, and 
any sort of candor in his heart, could doubt 
or deny its utter and shameless falsity. 
But 


the Democratic Senators, Editors, and other 
oracles, all swore it was the cardinal priir 
ciplc_of genuine Democracy, the corner stoue 
of theu-political faith, hope and salvation. 
They protested that Jefferson, Madison, and
